MINIMUM  WAGES  FOR  FEDERAL  AND 

FEDERALLY  ASSISTED  CONSTRUCTION 

General  Wage  Determination  Decisions 

General  Wage  Determination  Deci¬ 
sions  of  the  Secretary  of  Labor  speci¬ 
fy.  in  accordance  with  applicable  law 
and  on  the  basis  of  information  availa¬ 
ble  to  the  Department  of  Labor  from 
its  study  of  local  wage  conditions  and 
from  other  sources,  the  basic  hourly 
wage  rates  and  fringe  benefit  pay¬ 
ments  which  are  determined  to  be  pre¬ 
vailing  for  the  described  classes  of  la¬ 
borers  and  mechanics  employed  in 
construction  activity  of  the  character 
and  in  the  localities  specified  therein. 

The  detenninations  in  these  deci¬ 
sions  of  such  prevailing  rates  and 
fringe  benefits  have  been  made  by  au¬ 
thority  of  the  Secretary  of  Labor  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Davis- 
Bacon  Act  of  March  3,  1931,  as  amend¬ 
ed  (46  Stat.  1494,  as  amended,  40 
U.S.C.  276a)  and  of  other  Federal  stat¬ 
utes  referred  to  in  29  CFR  1.1  (includ¬ 
ing  the  statutes  listed  at  36  FR  306  fol¬ 
lowing  Secretary  of  Labor’s  Order  No. 
24-70)  containing  provisions  for  the 
payment  of  wages  which  are  depend¬ 
ent  upon  determination  by  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  Labor  under  the  Davis-Bacon 
Act;  and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Part  1  of  Subtitle  A  of  title  29  of  Code 
of  Federal  Regulations,  Procedure  for 
Predetermination  of  Wage  Rates.  (37 
FH  21138)  and  of  Secretary  of  Labor's 
Orders  12-71  and  15-71  (36  FR  8755. 
8756).  The  prevailing  rates  and  fringe 
benefits  determined  in  these  decisions 
shall,  in  accordance  with  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  the  foregoing  statues,  consti¬ 
tute  the  minimum  wages  payable  on 
Federal  and  federally  assisted  con¬ 
struction  projects  to  laborers  and  me¬ 
chanics  of  the  specified  classes  en¬ 
gaged  on  contract  work  of  the  charac¬ 
ter  and  in  the  localities  described 
therein. 

Good  cause  is  hereby  found  for  not 
utilizing  notice  and  public  procedure 
thereon  prior  to  the  issuance  of  these 
determinations  as  prescribed  in  5 
U.S.C.  553  and  not  providing  for  delay 
in  effective  date  as  prescribed  in  that 
section,  because  the  necessity  to  issue 
construction  industry  wage  determina¬ 
tion  frequently  and  in  large  volume 


causes  procedures  to  be  impractical 
and  contrary  to  the  public  interest. 

General  Wage  Determination  Deci¬ 
sions  are  effective  from  their  date  of 
publication  in  the  Federal  Register 
without  limitation  as  to  time  and  are 
to  be  used  in  accordance  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  29  CFR  Parts  1  and  5.  Ac¬ 
cordingly.  the  applicable  decision  to¬ 
gether  with  any  modifications  issued 
subsequent  to  its  publication  date 
shall  be  made  a  part  of  every  contract 
for  performance  of  the  described  work 
within  the  geographic  area  indicated 
as  required  by  an  applicable  Federal 
prevailing  wage  law  and  29  CFR,  Part 
5.  The  wage  rates  contained  therein 
shall  be  the  minimum  paid  under  such 
contract  by  contractors  and  subcon¬ 
tractors  on  the  work. 

Modifications  and  Supersedeas  Deci¬ 
sions  TO  General  Wage  Determina¬ 
tion  Decisions 

Modifications  and  Supersedeas  Deci¬ 
sions  to  General  Wage  Determination 
Decisions  are  based  upon  information 
obtained  concerning  changes  in  pre¬ 
vailing  hourly  wage  rates  and  fringe 
benefit  payments  since  the  decisions 
were  issued. 

The  determinations  of  prevailing 
rates  and  fringe  benefits  made  in  the 
Modifications  and  Supersedeas  Deci¬ 
sions  have  been  made  by  authority  of 
the  Secretary  of  Labor  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Davis-Bacon  Act 
of  March  3,  1931,  as  amended  (46  Stat. 
1494,  as  amended.  40  U.S.C.  276a)  and 
of  other  Federal  statutes  referred  to  in 
29  CFR  1.1  (including  the  statutes 
listed  at  36  FR  306  following  Secretary 
of  Labor’s  Order  No.  24-70)  containing 
provisions  for  the  payment  of  wages 
which  are  dependent  upon  determina¬ 
tion  by  the  Secretary  of  Labor  under 
the  Davis-Bacon  Act:  and  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  Part  1  of  Subtitle  A 
of  Title  29  of  Code  of  Federal  Regula¬ 
tion!?.  Procedure  for  Predetermination 
of  Wage  Rates  (37  FR  21138)  and  of 
Secretary  of  Labor’s  Orders  13-71  and 
15-71  (36  FR  8755.  8756).  The  prevail¬ 
ing  rates  and  fringe  benefits  deter¬ 
mined  in  foregoing  General  Wage  De¬ 
termination  Decisions,  as  hereby  modi¬ 
fied.  and/or  superseded  shall,  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  provisions  of  the' 
foregoing  statutes,  constitute  the 
minimum  wages  payable  on  Federal 
and  federally  a.ssisted  construction 
projects  to  laborers  and  mechanics  of 
the  specified  clas.ses  engaged  in  con¬ 
tract  work  of  the  character  and  in  the 
localities  described  therein. 


Modifications  and  Supersedeas  Deci¬ 
sions  are  effective  from  their  date  of 
publication  in  the  Federal  Register 
without  limitation  as  to' time  and  are 
to  be  used  in  accordance  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  29  CFR  Parts  1  and  5. 

Any  person,  organization,  or  govern¬ 
mental  agency  having  an  interest  in 
the  wages  determined  as  prevailing  is 
encouraged  to  submit  wage  rate  infor¬ 
mation  for  consideration  by  the  De¬ 
partment.  Further  information  and 
self-explanatory  forms  for  the  purpose 
of  submitting  this  data  may  be  ob¬ 
tained  by  writing  to  the  U.S.  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Labor,  Employment  Stand¬ 
ards  Administration,  Office  of  Special 
Wage  Standards,  Division  of  Wage  De¬ 
terminations,  Washington.  D.C.  20210. 
The  cause  for  not  utilizing  the  rule- 
making  procedures  prescribed  in  5 
U.S.C.  553  has  been  set  forth  in  the 
original  General  Wage  Determination 
Decision.
